Q. I'll soon be 62 and plan 
to quit work then and retire. 
I have raised my two grand- 


children since they were 
babies. Now they’re both in 
grade school, Will they be 
able to get social security 
checks on my record when 
I start getting monthly 
benefits? : 

A. Possibly. Under recent 
changes in the social secu- 
rity law, grandchildren can 
get monthly checks based 
on a grandparent’s earnings 
record if certain conditions 
are met. You should file a 
claim for benefits for them 
at any social security office 
and receive a formal de- 
termination on the matter. 
This can be done when you 
apply for your retirement 
benefits. 


Q. Since I’]l be 65 in a 
few months, I was planning 
to come in to the social 
security office and apply for 
monthly retirement  pay- 
ments. But last week I broke 
my leg and can’t get around 
very well. How can I apply 
now? 

A. Call your social secu- 
rity office. Most applications 
can be completed by tele- 
phone. If necessary, the peo- 
ple there can arrange to 
have a representative visit 
you at home. 

Q. After my husband died 
last May, my four children 
and I. started’ getting 
monthly social security pay- 
ments. Do I have to report 
these payments as income 
and pay income tax on these 
benefits? 

A. No. Social security 
benefits are not subject to 
Federal income tax.

diac pacemakers, the public, 
it seems, Only vaguely under- 
stands how pacemakers actua- 
lly work-~«if we can judge by the 
number of ‘pacemaker’ inquir- 
ies to the Alabama Heart Asso- 
ciation, 

The physician uses the 
pacemaker to supply artificial 
electrical stimulus to the hea 
rtbeat when the normal one is 
absent due to disease. He is 
likely to use it wisnever dam- 
age has occurred to the nor 
mal “conduction system”of the 
heart The normal heartbeat 
is initiated by an electrical dis 
charge, which spreads from one 
part of the heart, called the 
pacemaker, to other parts of 
the heart along well-defined 
conduction — pathways, which 
somewhat resemble an electri 
cal wiring system, When the 
electrical impulse, reaches the 
ventricles (the major pumping 
chambers of the heart), they 
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contract, and squeeze blood out 
into the body. 
failing heartbeat 

Some diseases of the heart 
may disturb or destroy the nor- 
mal pacemaker or interrupt 
a part ofthe conduction system, 
Under these circumstances, the 
heart does have reserve mech- 
anisms that can be called into 
play. Other parts of the heart 
may act as the pacemaker, and 
the impulse may be carried by 
the undisturbed portions of the 
conduction system, However, 
when the condition is advanced, 
the heartbeat may slow down 
to extremely low levels or stop: 
entirely, causing the heart to 
fail as a pump. This may lead 
to weakness, fainting spells, 
and even on occasion to death 
of the patient 
early pacemakers 

In the last twodecades, ma- 
jor advances have been made 
in the use of artificial pace- 
makers. Initially, these were 
rather crude devices whichde- 
pended upon delivering an elec- 
tric shock through the intact 
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Skin, across the chest wall, 
using electrical devices plug- 
ged into regular electrical out- 
lets. These earlier machines 
were sometimes lifesaving, but 
could only be used for relative- 
ly brief periods of time and 
were uncomfortable to the pa- 
tient. It became apparent that 
a device would have to be de- 
veloped which could be attach- 
ed directly to the heart muscle 
and which would be supplied by 
a battery, which would be sur- 
gically placed inside the pa- 
tient’s body. These devices 
were developed and applied su- 
ccessfully for many years. Un- 
fortunately, they required ma- 
jor surgery and exposure of 
the heart muscle to permit 
implantation of the wires. 
MINOR SURGERY 

With increasing sophistica- 
tion, it has recently become 
possible to install a complete 
pacemaker system with no 
more than minor surgery. The 
method preserred at present is 
to place a small wire inside 
the heart by passing it throw.

gh a vein exposed under local 
anesthesia in either the arm 
or neck of the patient. This 
“pacing catheter” may be gui- 
ded into the proper heart ch- 
amber under anx-ray machine. 
Once properly positioned, this 
pacing catheter is attached to 
a battery, which is conveni- 
ently placed under local an- 
esthesia under the patient's 
armpit or just beneath the co- 
llarbone. The whole proce- 
dure may be executed with lit- 
tle discomfort and in a re- 
latively short period of time. 
There are also occasions 
when pacing is only required 
for a matter of days or weeks, 
for example, when the heart 
is temporarily damaged by a 
heart attack. In such inst- 
ances, a temporary pacemaker 
may be put in, and the bat- 
tery carried around strapped to 
the patient's arm. When the 
heart's conduction system has 
healed, the pacemaker may be 
removed 
“DEMAND” PACEMAKERS 
The simplicity and ease with 
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which pacemakers may be plac- 
ed in the heart has led physi- 
cians to use them more and 
more freely in patients with 
conduction disturbances of the 
heart. This form of treat- 
ment is no longer reserved for 
the most severe and life-threa- 
tening forms of conduction dis- 
turbance, but may be used safe- 
ly for relatively mild conduc- 
tion disturbances. For exam- 
ple, in some patients conduc- 
tion disturbances tend to come 
and go over a period of time, 
and “demand” pacemakers have 
been developed which will au- 
tomatically cut off when the pa- 
tient’s heart beats normally and 
cut on when the conduction dis- 
turbance develops. Statistics 
have been accumulated which 
show that pacemakers unques- 
tionable are able to prolong 
the life and improve the well- 
being of patients with severe 
conduction disturbances of the 
heart. 
NUCLEAR POWER 

Use of cardiac pacemakers 
is not entirely without its pro- 
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blems, however. The main 
problem stems from the fact 
that most of the pacemakers 
in use now operate from bat- 
teries, and that the batteries 
must be changed from time to 
time. Since batteries are im- 
planted within the body, this 
necessitates minor surgery and 
some inconvenience to the pat- 
ient. Normally, batteries must 
be changed at intervals of ap- 
proximately two years. Within 
the last few months, however, 
initial trials have been made of 
new systems which may require 
very infrequent battery  ch- 
anges. 

Use of the pacemakers has 
become a routine part of the 
care of patients with heart 
disease. Patients with pacema- 
kers can usually lead entirely 
normal lives. Devices of inc- 
reasing reliability and dur- 
ability are being developed, and 
there is promise that the pro- 
blem of treating conduction #s- 
turbances of the heart will*be 
completely solved.

Both the ESSA and the Right to 
Read programs will be geared 
toward the program of indi- 
vidualized learning that has been 
implemented in the Elba City 
Schools during the last three 
years. 

Comprehensive planning, im- 
plementing and evaluating are 
integral parts of both programs. 
An intensive staff training pro- 
gramwill be conducted during 
the “1973-74 school year.

Easters also reported that 
the Coffee County “Unit System” 
bill he introduced passed the 
House of Representatives sev- 
eral weeks ago and is now in 
the Senate. He noted that the 
Senate has passed no local bills 
yet and said he had no-idea when 
the bill would come up fora vote 
in the Senate. 

Representative Easters also 
caught this newspaper uptodate 
on his fight against the bill to 
take ABC board profits from the 
dry counties like Coffee County. 

He noted that a majority of 
the states 67 counties are now 
wet and if the bill ever comes 
up for a vote it will probably 
pass. However after the Jud- 
icial Committee, which origin- 
ally had the bill, reported it out 
favorable and it came up be- 
for the entire House for a vote. 

According to Easters he got 

the floor and after noting that 
the bill was very much invol- 
ved in distrubition of revenues 
which was the responsibility of 
the Ways and Means Committee 
of which heis a member that 
he was asking for it to be re- 
committed to the Ways and Me- 
ans Committee. 
. The bill was recommitted to 
his committee but with the sti- 
pulation it be reported out in 
a certain number of days. 

Easters states that he was 
able to get the bill reported out 
unfavorable which put it on the 
“adverse” calendar and great- 
ly reducing the chances it will 
ever come up for a vote dur- 
ing this session of the Alabama 
Legislature.

In doing 
so we will return to the people 
a right which is really theirs 
but which has been denied to 
them by action of the Supreme 
Court.

Allow between one and 
one-fourth to onw and one-half 
hours cooking time. Test the 
drumstick to see if the bone 
turns easily--this usually indi- 
cates that the bird is done. 

For barbecuing, choose you- 
ng, meaty birds weighing around 
two and one-half pounds. Split 
or quarter them, then place 
them close together onthegrill 
with the skin side up. Baste 
the pieces with your favorite 
barbecue sauce from the begin- 
ning of cooking time. A pastry 
brush or ‘clean new dish mop 
works well. Turn the chicken 
every five or six minutes and 
use plenty of sauce. 

Use cloth gloves or a pair 
of tongs to turn the meat--a 
fork will pierce the skin and 
let juices escape, causing the 
meat to be dry. % 
OUTDOOR SAFETY TIPS 

Speaking of barbecuing, I’d 
like to share with you these 
safety tips for outdoor cooking. 

Place your barbecue grill 
away from buildings, trees, 
dry grass and shrubs. Andhave 
a water pistol handy to put out 
flare-ups. 

Use liquid charcoal lighter 
fluid, an electric starter or 
kindlings to start your fire 
instead of gasoline or kero- 
sene. Never add liquid starter 
after the coals are burning. 

Please keep children and pets 
away from a hot grill before, 
during and after cooking. Also, 
be sure that your grill is on 
sturdy ground and cannot tip 
over easily. 

Protect yourself by using 


heavy mitts when handling cook- 


ing utensils. And don’t wear 
loose clothing that might catch 
fire.

If you are looking for a good, 
in - expensive food, serve eggs 
often in family meals. 

Eggs can be used in place 
of meats, poultry or fish in 
the diet, because they contain 
good quality protein. Also, eggs 
contain the B vitamins, some 
vitamin D and are a valuable 
source of iron.

Use eggs generously in food 
preparation, They can be used 
as a thickening agent in such 
dishes as custards, sauces and 
puddings and in many food mix- 
tures to improve the color and 
flavor and to make the dish 
more nutritious. 

Always use graded eggs and 
keep them covered and re- 
frigerated until they are ready 
for use 
FREEZING VEGETABLES 

Now is the time to freeze 
your vegetables so you can 
enjoy fresh vegetables all year 
long. Here are some tips 
for successful freezing 

Choose mature young veget- 
ables. Over mature ones will 
not be good either now or later. 
Using poor quality vegetables 
for freezing will result in a 
poor quality product. 

After picking your vegeta- 
bles spread them in a cool 
place. Wash them thoroughly 
to remove insecticide, dirt and 
trash. 

Prepare the vegetables and 
rinse them again. Then blanch 
them in vigorously boiling wa- 
ter. Various vegetables require 
different blanching times, so 
call your Extension office to 
find out the correct time for 
the vegetables you are freez- 
ing. 

To blanch, use one gallon 
of water for each pint of veg- 
etables. A large amount of 
water is necessary to destroy 
the enzymes in the vegetables. 
These enzymes give the veget- 
ables its color, flavor and tex- 
ture. But if the vegetables 
aren’t blanched properly, after 
a while the enayme will set 
in reverse, giving off color and 
flavor. 

After blanching, put the veg- 
etables in a mixture of ice 
cubes and cold water to cool. 
cubes and cold water to cool. 
Then, put them in a mixture 
vapor proof freezer container 
label the package and store in 
the coldest part of your freezer 
for quick freezing. Leave space 
between each package until they 
are all frozen -- usually 12 
to 24 hours later. Then, they 
can be stored close together 
in the freezer. 

Frozen vegetables will keep 
their quality for 12 months, 
if properly prepared, packaged 
and stoied.

Remember the TB “bus” on 
the corner with lines of peo- 
ple waiting to be X-rayed? The 
scene is disappearing. 

For years, the mobile X-ray 
unit was a standard way of 
finding out who had TB. But 
the times...and the problem of 
TB...are changing. 

The number of people with 
active TB and those with tu- 
berculous infections have de- 
clined over the last decades. 
Taking drugs can prevent in- 
fections from developing into 
active disease. And even when 
active disease does develop, 
drugs can make the patient 
hon-contagious within a short 
time.

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DAY CAMP 


JUNIOR SCOUTS PERFORM AROUND THE CAMPFIRE. 


“HE WENT THAT-A-WAY.’’ 


FLY-UP UNIT (FROM BROWNIES TO JUNIOR SCOUTS) 


AT 


About six miles from Elba, nestled in the pines and oaks and 
sweet gum trees, lies the Girl Scout Camp of Humming Hills. 
There are two ways to get to the camp from the highway -- 
the upper route, which takes you across the dam at one end 
of the lake, down a hill, up another, ‘round a pine tree or two 
or three, over a protruding root orthere's the lower route-- 
by the caretaker’ s house, around a curve, through a small gar- 
den, ‘round a pine tree or two or three, and over a protrud- 
ing root. 


The second way is preferred, but either way, this backwoodsy 
trail will lead you to the main troop house - “the house that 
cookies built” - and its surrounding residences 


Inside this troop house, Scouts do things they once did in tents - 
hot tents - wet, soggy tents - floorless tents. This year they 
built terrariums with green ferns, pine limbs, sand and rocks; 
they made pink, green and orange sand candles; they painted 
pictures on rocks they had collected - rabbits, mushrooms, 
a horse, a foot, an Indian with a big nose - all with acrylic 
paints. The girls also meet here for general instructions, 
to get equipment, lie down if they get sick, and in general 
find a respite from the bare facets of Nature - such as hot 
sun, insects, nettles, ants, etc, 


The troop house also has a stove, refrigerator, sinks, cabinets, 
rods for hanging clothes, and.a huge fireplace - maybe for an 
inside “campfire” if the weather prevents the usual roaring bl- 
aze in the center of the log circle outside. 


One day the girls visited the fire tower with Ranger Gordon 
Drewery, and had a surprise visit from Smokey Bear; another 
day they were given some tips on survival by soldiers from 
Ft. Rucker. These included advice from what to do if bitten 
by a snake to what to eat if you get without the usual food 
fare - and that was fried silkworms ‘and chocolate covered 
ants. Most Scouts and leaders were brave enough to try 
the “different” food, but the chicken-hearted said they “were 
on diets.” 


Each unit can now be at home in a large tent mounted on a plat- 
form - a far cry from the days when rainwater slipped under 
the tents onto Scouts in sleeping bags (because the necessary 
trench wasn’t dug around the tent). There is a central rest- 
room and shower building, with large sinks outside for wash- 
ing up after working in the woods. 


Juniors and Cadettes spent one night at the camp, and their 
campfire program was presented by each unit with skits. A 
few parents were on hand to watch their girls perform

and fame -- for shooting an 
apple off his son’s head; and 
Greek and Roman myths are full 
of apples as symbols of love 
and beauty. 

But apples have a far more 
practical purpose -- they “keep 
the doctor away”. The contain 
Vitamin C, which is needed 
for healthy cell and tissues 
and for resistance to infection, 
and Vitamin A, which promotes 
better vision and body growth 
and aids in digestion and nerve 
health. Pectin and malic acids 
also found in apples, absorb 
body toxins as well as impro- 
ving digestion. 

Recent nutritional research 
studies have shown that babies 
who are fed apple juice have 
fewer rashes and stomach tr- 
oubles and that apples help 
keep the body cholesterol le- 
vel down. 

Apples may be the salvation 
of the dieter too. An average 
apple has about 90 calories, 
but is bulk producing, so it 
satisfies hunger while its natur 
al sugars give quick energy. 

Another plus of apples is their 
availability. Actually amember 
of the rose family, apples are 
widely grown and can be found 
fresh year round. The months 
of July and August see a sli- 
ghtly shorter supply, but Ala- 
bama is developing an apple in- 
dustry that will help supply 
some of the nations demand 
during those months. 

Several varities are pre- 
sently grown commercially in 
Alabama. The earliest matur- 
ing of these is Lodi, a tart 
soft green skinned apple. Lodi 
is normally harvested from 
early mid - June. Its shelf 
life is very short, so it should 
be used as soon as possible. 
Most people consider ittootart 
to eat raw, but it is excel- 
lent for sauce, which can be 
frozen or canned. 

Red delicious the most imp- 
ortant variety in the UV. S. 
also grows well in Alabama. 
Although the red skin color 
may occasionally not develope 
as intensely as itdoes in cooler 
climates, the eating quality is 
not impaired. Quality is often 
mistaken correlated with skin 
color, but the real test is the 
fruit’s taste. Alabama Red De- 
licious apples are excellent 
for eating out of hand. Their 
sweet, mellow flavor also adds 
something special to a cold 
meat or fruit salad. 

Probably the most versatile 
of the apple varieties grown in 
Alabama is the Golden delicious 
although their appearance is 
often marred by russet, this 
rough skin does not detract 
from the fruits flavor.
